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Students with disabilities encounter parking obstacles

With the increase in enrollment, 
parking problems have also increased. 

It is worse for students who require 
handicap parking. 

Students can help correct most prob¬ 
lems with handicap parking by chang¬ 
ing their behavior. Some use these 
spaces without permits, or use them to 
wait for pick-ups. Some able-bodied 
persons use permits that belong to some¬ 
one else. Some are just inconsiderate of 
handicapped student's needs. These 
actions add to the fact that TJC too few 
handicap spaces. 

Student who abuse handicap park¬ 
ing are being insensitive to those with 
real problems. It may seem insignifi¬ 
cant to use handicap parking for a few 
minutes, but someone may need that 
space. Some students have serious dis¬ 
abilities. 

Gary Calvert, a 49 year-old with a 
liver transplant, said, “If I can't get a 


handicap parking space, I go back home 
because I can’t walk very far.” Calvert 
often must stop to rest several times 
before he gets to class, even when he 
finds handicap parking. 

Graphic arts major Genevieve Ross 
uses a walker to get around on campus. 
Access is the problem she encounters 
most often. “One time I got so over¬ 
whelmed until I just broke down and 
cried,” she said. 

Economics major Rusty Winn, 22, 
uses hand-held crutches to get around 
on campus. He does not have much 
muscular activity in his legs, but some¬ 
times he must park in regular spaces 
and walk a long distance. 

“I come early to insure that I can get 
handicap parking close to the class that 
I have first period,” Winn said. 

Handicap parking is a real necessity 
for students with disabilities. 

Campus Security Chief Randall 
Melton said, “Handicap students can 
use any of the handicap spaces includ¬ 


ing those in fac¬ 
ulty parking ar¬ 
eas if the need 
arises.” 

Some handi¬ 
cap spaces were 
added in the lot 
in front of 
Ornelas HPE 
Center. Melton 
said campus po¬ 
lice write many 
tickets for using 
a handicap space 
with no permit, 
but it does not 
seem to stop the 
problem. 

The first vio¬ 
lation for park¬ 
ing in handicap 
zones is $253. That goes up to $353 for 
the second offense.

Internet gives students book shopping alternatives

As the semester ends, many stu-

dents want to sell their textbooks. Most 

\ 

students are unhappy when they learn 
what bookstores will pay for their used 
texts. Other options for selling text¬ 
books can be found on the internet. 
Finding the best deals for buying and 
selling requires a little time to shop 
around, but students can save lots of 
money. 

TJC Bookstore is offering their best 
prices now for students selling their 
books. Employee Brandi Ware said 


their prices could change over the next 

few weeks. 

For some texts, the Bookstore of¬ 
fers lower prices until they know those 
books will be used for the fall semester. 
If TJC decides to adopt the books, TJC 
Bookstore will raise the buy-back price 
to half price, Ware said. But prices on 
texts could go down after the store buys 
back a large quantity of those books. 
For books that will be used next semes¬ 
ter they pay half the selling price. 

College Books at the comer of Fifth 
and Baxter streets uses the same policy. 


But they will not buy certain books, 
such as “College Algebra” by Larson 
and Hostetler, because they already have 
enough in stock for the summer. Col¬ 
lege Books Manager Ann Clower said, 
“I pay half price for any book that is 
going to be used for the fall as long as I 
need it.” 

Both bookstores were offering 
higher prices than the Internet for most 
textbooks. For a few books, that Internet 
sites offer more. 

A great site for selling books is 
www.textbookbuyer.com. It is a favor¬ 


ite because it is easy and simple to use. 

Students buying hooks can find 
some' great bargains on the Internet. 
Prices are much cheaper than at the 
local bookstores. 

One of the best sites is 
BigWords.com. This site compares 
other sites and finds the best deal. 
Many companies pay for shipping, but 
even with shipping costs added, Internet 

prices are still a huge bargain. Most

TJC has approximately 76 
handicap spaces, as well as 455 
faculty and staff spots, 2,217 stu¬ 
dent parking spaces on campus and 
429 spaces on the street. Of these 
spaces, 455 were added when the 
lots were restriped last fall. '
